School offices and supply rooms, rest rooms, and a newly furnished apart- 
ment for the assistant pastor. This building is heated by one of the finest 
automatic fuel oil systems. 


Our main auditorium will seat approximately 750 and is almost filled at

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The Doctrine of Justification 


Text: Rom, 5:1, “Therefore being 
justified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Justification defined: Justification 
is the judicial act of God whereby 
those who put faith in Jesus Christ 
are set forth as innocent and right- 
eous in God’s sight, and are free from 
guilt and condemnation. Deut. 25:1; 
Psa. 32:2; Rom. 1:33. 

Justification consists of two phases: 
First, the forgiveness of sins and iniq- 
uities, and removal of guilt and con- 
demnation. Psa. 103:12, “As far as the 
east is from the west, so far hath he 
removed our transgressions from us.” 

Isa. 53:6, “The Lord hath laid on 
him (Jesus) the iniquity of us all.” 
This verse literally means that when 
we come to Jesus Christ confessing our 
sins, with faith in His blood, we find 
that God the Father has laid on Him 
the sins and iniquities of us all (all 
who have accepted Him). If our sins 
and iniquities have been placed on Je- 
sus, then they are not on us. 

Rom. 8:1, “There is therefore (for 
this reason) no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus.” Jesus 
Christ bore the billows of God’s wrath 
in His own blessed body on the tree. 
Listen! 2 Cor. 8:9, “For ye know the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ that, 
though he was rich, yet for your 
sakes he became poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich.” Micah 7:19, 
« .. he will have compassion upon us; 
he will subdue our iniquities; and thou 
wilt cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea.” Of course, this is figura- 
tive language, but it does express 
the blessed truth that our sins are far 
from us when we are justified in God’s 
sight. Justification does not make one 
righteous, but simply declares him 
righteous. God certainly could not jus- 
tify an unrighteous person. He has to 
become righteous by accepting Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour before God can 
declare him righteous. 

Second, justification consists of the 
imputation of divine righteousness. 
Rom, 3:22, This divine “righteousness 
... is ... unto all and upon all them 
that believe.” 1 Cor. 1:30, God hath 
made Christ to be unto us wisdom, 
righteousness, sanctification and re- 
demption. Rom. 5:18b, “By the right- 
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eousness of one (Christ) the free gift 
came upon all men unto justification 
of life.” Imputation is an act of God 
whereby He accounts righteousness to 
the believer in Jesus Christ, 

The necessity for justification: The 
holiness of God and the sinfulness of 
man both demand justification of the 
believer. Hab. 1:13 teaches that God is 
too pure to look upon evil and iniq- 
uity; therefore, if sinful man is to 
approach unto a holy God, it must be 
through some means of atonement for 
his sins. Christ vicariously atoned for 
man’s sins on the cross when He ex- 
claimed, “It is finished,” and a soldier 
pierced a spear into His side and blood 
and water came out, John 19:30, 34. 
Thus, we read in Rom. 5:9, that we are 
justified by His blood. Isa. 59:2 shows 
that sins put men at an infinite dis- 
tance from God, but the atonement 
bridges over that distance and brings 
men back near to God, Eph. 2:13 says 
we are made nigh by the blood of 
Christ. Man’s sinfulness calls for some 
means of justification so that he 
might be restored to a state of inno- 
cence and righteousness before God. 

How are we justified? Not by the 
law of Moses. Rom. 3:20, “By the deeds 
of the law there shall no flesh be jus- 
tified in his sight.” At the white 
throne judgment, no man wiil be ac- 
counted righteous because of his obe- 
dience to the law of Moses. The reason 
the law cannot justify is here given: 
“For by the law is the knowledge of 
sin.” The law could open the sinner’s 
eyes to his sins, but could not take 
them away, Heb. 10:4. The law defined 
sin, and gave to it the character of 
sin, but did not liberate men from sin. 
Gal. 3:10 gives another plain reason 
why justification cannot be effected 
by the law. The law demanded a per- 
fect and continual obedience. No man 
can render such obedience to the 
law; therefore, justification by the 
law was impossible. But the law did 
stop every man’s mouth and declare 
him guilty before God. The law 
showed men how sinful they were, and 
stopped them from boasting of their 
own righteousness before God. Rom. 
3:19, 20. 

We are justified by God’s free grace: 
Rom, 3:24, “Being justified freely by 
his grace through the redemption that 


is in Christ Jesus.” The word “grace,” 
when used in salvation, simply means 
“the unmerited favor of God,” Titus 
3:4. We deserve nothing, He gives us 
everything. All we get from God is 
through grace, for we have nothing to 
give God in return except ourselves. 
And that is just what God wants; if 
we will furnish the persons, He Will 
furnish the grace. Paul says in Rom. 
4:4, 5, that if a man had to work for 
his salvation, it would not be counted 
of grace, but of debt. In other words, 
after a man had done so much work, 
then God would owe him a debt, and 
pay him off with salvation. Rom. 4:5, 
“To him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth the un- 
godly, his faith is counted for right- 
eousness.” Eph. 2:8,9 very clearly tells 
us that salvation is. by grace apart 
from works. Men are saved when they 
confess with their mouths and believe 
in their hearts that God raised Him 
(Jesus) from the dead, Rom. 10:9, 10. 
Salvation is by grace apart from good 
works; good works follow after we are 
saved, and the faithful of God will be 
rewarded at the judgment seat of 
Christ for their works, 1 Cor. 3:14; 
Rom. 14:10; 2 Cor. 5:10. The trend of 
these verses is that we Christians shall 
all appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ, and be judged as servants for 
our works. The results will be reward, 
or loss of the reward, but not the loss 
of the soul. See 1 Cor. 3:12-15. 

The basis of justification is the 
blood of Jesus Christ: Rom. 3:24, “Be- 
ing justified ... through the redemp- 
tion that is in Christ Jesus.” Rom. 5:9, 
“... being now justified by his blood, 
we shall be saved from wrath (tribu- 
lation wrath) through him.” The 
Scripture says nothing of remission of 
sins without the shedding of blood, 
Heb. 9:22, except in a few instances 
where Jesus forgave sins before He 
died on the cross, and these were for- 
given in anticipation of His sacrifice 
upon the cross, Mark 2:5, 10; Luke 7: 
47. 

The instrument of justification is 
faith: Acts 13:39, “And by him (Jesus) 
all that believe (have faith in Him) 
are justified (set forth as innocent 
and righteous in God’s sight) from all 
things, from which ye could not be

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TOTAL CHURCH MEMBERSHIP JUST HALF OF U. S. 
POPULATION 
24,402,124 Are Roman Catholics; Jews Numbered at 

4,641,000 

NEW YORK—(AP)—Membership in religious bodies in 
the United States reached 73,673,182 at the beginning of 
1947, a gain of 1,973,040 over the same time in 1946, the 
magazine Christian Herald asserts. 

Forty-seven major Protestant denominations report a 
total gain of 1,534,787 members during the past year, while 
the Roman Catholic Church gained 434,453 members. 

There were 4,641,000 Jews. 

The survey indicated that almost exactly one-half the 
nation’s residents are enrolled in some church. 

The total reported membership of 73,673,182 included 54 
churches, Protestant, Roman Catholic, Orthodox, Jewish, 
Polish National Catholic, Buddhist and Spiritualist. They 
reported 71,700,142 last year. 

The 54 religious bodies covered in the survey, the Herald 
explained, are those with memberships of 50,000 or more. 
They represent, however, “well over 80 per cent of the total 
membership,” the publication noted. 

MAJOR PROTESTANT GAINS 

Major Protestant gains were made by the Seventh-day 
Adventists, Southern Baptists, the National Baptist Con- 
vention, U. S. A. Inc., National Baptist Convention of 
America, Disciples of Christ, Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, Presbyterian U. S. A., Presbyterian US., 
and the Methodist Church. : 

The Methodist Church shows an increase of 346,379 
members. “The Methodist figure,” it said, “will be the 
subject of some controversy, inasmuch as the bishops of 
that denomination are claiming a gain of one million 
members in their ‘Year of Evangelism’ crusade. The mil- 
lion has not yet been officially recorded.” 

The magazine’s figures indicate total membership of 
the 47 Protestant denominations covered in the survey is 
43,635,058, as compared with 42,100,271 last year. The 
Roman Catholic membership is set at 24,402,124, as com- 
pared with a 1946 total of 23,963,671. 

“We are distressed,” the Herald said, “over the still in- 
adequate denominational machinery for reporting statis- 
tics. The Church of Christ, Scientist, does not announce 
any new figures at all from year to year. And no less than 
six groups are still reporting figures taken in the 1936 
census!” 





TOBACCO 


Henry Ford said: “Anything that interferes with our 
ability to think clearly, lead healthy, normal lives, and do 
our work well, will ultimately be discarded, either as an 
economic handicap, or from a desire for better personal 
health. Tobacco is a narcotic, which is exacting a heavy 
toll from our present generation. No one smokes in the 
Ford industries. Tobacco is nota good thing for industry 
or for the individual. The youth who gets to the front in 
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any line must be wide-awake, alert, with a mind that is 
clear and capable of tackling the problems that come up. 
The boy or the young man whose brain is fogged by the 
use of cigarets finds himself hopelessly handicapped.” 

“The relationship between cigaret smoking and juvenile 
delinquency is intimate beyond the shadow of a doubt. The 
juvenile court judges in all of the nation’s large cities 
recognize this. It is stated that from 92 to 98 per cent of 
youthful criminals are users of cigarets.”—Dr. Jesse Mercer 
Gehman, author of “Smoke Over America,” dealing with 
the Cigaret Problem. 

“Boys use tobacco because they are physically and men- 
tally weak and morally unsound; or they become physical- 
ly, mentally and morally impaired because they use tobac- 
co; or each factor may be partially cause and partially ef- 
fect. In any event, the results of this study would seem to 
indicate that a close connection exists between low men- 
tality, physical weakness, moral delinquency, and cigaret 
smoking. If this be true, the cigaret should be regarded as 
a badge of the physical weakling, the mentally incompe- 
tent, and the morally unsound.”—Superintendent H. D. 
Hervey, of Malden, Massachusetts. 

“I did not suppose there could longer be any doubt in the 
minds of men who are informed, or who follow at all 
closely the growing youth, of the influence of the cigaret 
habit upon the boy from.ten to seventeen years of age. We 
find it one of the most baneful influences which we have 
to combat in this court.”—Judge Hulbert, of the Detroit 
Juvenile Court. 

“Cigarets are the cause of the downfall of more boys in 
this institution than all other vicious habits combined.”— 
Dr. Hutchinson, of the Kansas State Reformatory. 

Dr. John Harvey Kellog, M.D., LL.D. F.A.CS., said: 
“Athletes, when in training, are never allowed to smoke. 
Every trainer is familiar with the deadly effects of tobac- 
co. Why shouldn’t the businessman, the professional man, 
the statesman, as well as the sportsman, show equal in- 
terest to protect his body from the evil effects of a drug 
which is the deadly foe of efficiency, both mental and 
physical?” 

“In our work among thousands of the boys, we find they 
are all cigaret smokers. Smoking of cigarets leads to juve- 
nile depravity, and I think if we could stop boys smoking, 
we would prevent the tendency which eventually leads 
them to the commission of offenses.”—J. J. Kelso, Super- 
intendent of Neglected and Dependent Children of the 
Province of Ontario.

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COMMUNISM 


We are continuing the report of the Hearings before the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House of Represen- 
tatives of the Eightieth Congress. 


To me it is very evident that the evils of Communism are 
being greatly felt here in America, and there is a great 
need of earnest prayer and constant alertness. 


Mr. Hoover said: “With few exceptions the following ad- 
monitions of Lenin have been followed: 


“It is necessary to be able to withstand all this, to 
agree to any and every sacrifice, and even—if needs be— 
to resort to all sorts of devices, maneuvers, and illegal 
methods, to evasion and subterfuge, in order to penetrate 
into the trade-unions, to remain in them, and to carry on 
Communist work in them at all costs’ (p. 38, Left-Wing 
Communism, and Infantile Disorder. V. I. Lenin, 1934, 
International Publishers Co., Inc.).” 


I heartily agree with Mr. Hoover when he states he 
is “convinced that the great masses of union men and 
women are patriotic American citizens interested chiefly 
in security for their families and themselves. They have 
no use for the American Communists, but in those in- 
stances where Communists have taken control of unions, 
it has been because too many union men and women have 
been outwitted, outmaneuvered, and outwaited by Com- 
munists. : 

“The Communists have never relied on numerical 
strength to dominate a labor organization. Through in- 
filtration tactics they have, in too many instances, cap- 
tured positions of authority. Communists have boasted 
that with 5 per cent of the membership the Communists, 
with their military, superior organizational ability and dis- 
cipline, could control .the union. 


“They regard as political every movement of the work- 
ing class which seeks to gain concessions by exerting pres- 
sure from without as a political movement. Thus, as Lenin 
puts it: 

“*The economic strike develops into a political strike 
and the latter develops into insurrection’ (p. 12, Left- 
Wing Communism... V. I. Lenin, 1934, International Pub- 
lishers Co., Inc.). 

“For the purpose of investigation, the Attorney General 
has ruled that a number of organizations in addition to 
the Communist Party are subversive under the Hatch Act 
because of Communist influence. 


“Mass and front organizations: The united-front pro- 
gram of the Communist Party was launched at the sev- 
enth world congress of the Communist International in 
1935. The Communist Party in the United States immedi- 
ately took up the program and a systematic plan was 
worked out of infiltrating existing organizations with Com- 
munists. 

“For the most part, front organizations assumed the char- 
acter of either a mass or membership organization, or a pa- 
per organization. Both solicited and used names of promi- 
nent persons. Literally hundreds of groups and organiza- 
tions have either been infiltrated or organized primarily to 
accomplish the purposes of promoting the interests of the 
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Soviet Union in the United States, the promotion of Soviet 
war and peace aims, the exploitation of Negroes in the 
United States, work among foreign-language groups and to 
secure a favorable viewpoint toward the Communists in do- 
mestic, political, social, and economic issues. 

“The first requisite for front organizations is an idealistic 
sounding title. Hundreds of such organizations have come 
into being and have gone out of existence when their true 
purposes have become known or exposed, while others with 
high-sounding names are continually springing up. 

“I want to refer to one. 

“The American Youth for Democracy: Illustrative of 
how the Communists bury one organization and conceive 
another is the Young Communist League. In the conven- 
tion assembled in New York City, the Young Communist 
League was dissolved on October 16, 1943, and the next 
day the American Youth for Democracy was born.”

stone, a precious corner stone, a sure 
foundation: he that believeth shall 
not make haste,” Isa. 28:16.

About what went into the Church 
to make up its operating faculty, so 
He Himself went about setting in 
order the things needed. “And God 
hath set some in the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, 
diversities of tongues,” 1 Cor.

About the Church having a reliable 
head. In order to have that depend- 
able head, He Himself became The 
Head. “For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head of 
the church: and he is the saviour of 
the body,” Eph.

However, that 
the earthly body might have an over- 
sight, He placed godly men at the 
helm of the Church to master the ship 
of Zion. Paul seemed to have had the 
general oversight; “the care of all the 
churches” came upon him, 2 Cor. 
11:28. And He gave us overseers who 
were charged to feed the Church of 
God, Acts 20:28. And others were over 
us in the Lord, 1 Thess. 5:12. Others 
were given rule over us and we were 
to obey them, Heb. 13:17. There was 
the office of the bishop and that of 
the deacon, 1 Tim. 3:1, 13. General 
Headquarters seemed to be located at 
Jerusalem, having authority to be 
concerned about the churches in 
general and its ministry, Acts 15:1-32.

About the care of the Church and 
its caretakers. Therefore, as Paul said, 
“That which cometh upon me daily, 
the care of all the churches,” 2 Cor. 
11:28. Paul truly discharged his duty. 
He said, “I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept 
the faith,” 2 Tim. 4:7. We truly have 
the responsibility, in some instances, 
to care for the Church, “If a man 
know not how to rule his own house, 
how shall he take care of the church 
of God?” 1 Tim. 3:5. We are God’s 
caretakers of the Church, for we are 
“labourers together with God: ye are 
God’s husbandry, ye are God’s build- 
ing,” 1 Cor. 3:9.

B. L. Hicks and J. J. Crane 


The Church of God at Naples, Flori- 
da, wanted to erect a memorial to 
Rev. B. L. Hicks and Brother J. J. 
Crane, lost at sea, May 13, 1946, and 
decided to have a marble plaque made 
and placed in the front of a new 
addition just built on the front of 
the church. 

The dedication and memorial serv- 
ice was held Sunday, May 11, at 2:30 
P.M. Many friends and _ relatives 
gathered to express their apprecia- 
tion and love for these two men. 

Reverend Waldo Farrabee, pastor 
of the local Methodist church, gave 
tribute to Brother Hicks. He _ ex- 
pressed his memory of Brother Hicks 
as one of the finest Christian men he 
had ever met. His whole idea of the 
Church of God was changed by the 
clean, consecrated life he saw in 
Brother Hicks. Brother Hicks had 
served as pastor for his church while 
Brother Farrabee was in the hospital 
at one time. He was president of the 
local P. T. A. and served in many 
civic meetings. Brother Farrabee ex- 
pressed the sentiment of the com- 
munity in saying they had lost a val- 
uable citizen, as well as a Christian 
brother. The favorite song of Brother 
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Hicks, “When I Get to the End of the 
Way,” was sung by a quartet. 

Rev. F. F. O’Bannon, pastor of the 
local Church of God, gave a tribute to 
Brother Crane. Brother Crane had 
been in Naples only a few months, 
having moved here from Cleveland, 
Tenn. He was a very prominent busi- 
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nessman and had won many friends 
in the short time he was here. The 
church elected him as clerk a few 
weeks prior to his death. He was a 
good father, a devoted husband, and 
a blessed Christian. His favorite song, 
“How Beautiful Heaven Must Be,” 
was sung to his memory. 

Rev. E. M. Ellis, district pastor, gave 
the memorial sermon. It was a very 
fitting message for this occasion. 
Brother Ellis had been very closely as- 
sociated with Brother Hicks in the 
Church, having served on the Council 
of Twelve with him many years. 

While the quartet sang, “If We 
Never Meet Again,” the congregation 
marched outside and the plaque was 
dedicated. It was unveiled by Broth- 
er O’Bannon while Brother Ellis ded- 
icated it to their memory. Reverend 
Farrabee prayed and it seemed that 
heaven came very near. The church 
gave a basket of beautiful flowers to 
each widow of these brothers, and 
many other floral tributes were sent. 

The Church of God at Naples will 
always feel a great loss, but we real- 
ize our loss of these brethren is heav- 
en’s gain.—Mrs. F. F. O’Bannon.

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One autumn day in 1898, two trav- 
eling salesmen met at the desk of a 
crowded hotel in Boscobel, Wisconsin. 
“There’s only one double room va- 
cant,” the clerk told John Nicholson, 
of Janesville, Wisconsin, and Samuel 
E. Hill, of Beloit, Wisconsin. 

The two strangers glanced at each 
other—made a silent appraisal. They 
nodded; they would share the room. 

Before nightfall, Nicholson and Hill 
became more than passingly friendly. 
They talked about their work, about 
their interests. The most important 
thing they had discovered about each 
other was that they wére devout be- 
lievers in the “word of the Bible.” 

Before the two salesmen left the 
hotel to resume their travels, they had 
decided they would found an organi- 
zation for Christian traveling men. 
Out of this decision grew the Gideon 
Association, which today has about 
12,000 businessmen members and is 
perhaps the largest individual buyer 
of Bibles. 

Nicholson and Hill met at Beaver 
Dam, Wisconsin, on May 31, 1899, and 
decided they would call a meeting of 
their embryo organization at the 
Janesville Y. M.C. A. on July 1. They 
were joined in their venture by Wil- 
liam J. Knights, of Wild Rose, Wiscon- 
sin. The name Gideon was selected 
from Judges 6 and 7. 

“Gideon,” Nicholson pointed out, 
“was a man willing to do exactly 
what God wanted him to do, regard- 
less of his own ideas or of the results.” 

When “Daddy Nick,” as his friends 
called him, died in November of this 
year, that statement was still the 
standard of the Gideon Association. 

These thousands of businessmen 
who have undertaken to put the Bible 
where it will reach everyone, have 
made their influence felt all over the 
world. Regular membership in the 
Gideons is limited to businessmen 
and commercial travelers; others are 
designated as associate members. 

Nicholson, who was the last of the 
three founders, always maintained 
that the hotel guest room is recog- 
nized as a businessman’s home away 
from home. He preached the dogma 
for nine years, while the informal Gid- 
eon Association was growing in mem- 
bership. “A Bible in every hotel guest 
room for the traveling public at 
large,” he said, “should be our aim.” 

In November of 1908, the Gideons 
placed their first Bibles in a hotel. 
Iron Mountain, Montana, in those 
days, was a rip-snortin’ mining town.

The Superior Hotel’s manager was 
doubtful about the twenty-five Bibles 
for the guest rooms. Sometimes the 
hotel had some pretty rough visitors. 
But he gave in to Nicholson’s persua- 
sive words. The Bibles were free; that 
made the management more condu- 
cive to the idea. 

An Iron Mountain pit man, coming 
off a long binge, was observed walking 
out of the hotel with a Gideon Bible 
tucked under his arm. The manager’s 
eyes popped. He went into his office 
and wrote a letter to Nicholson. A 
week later he had more Bibles. 

Today there are few hotels in the 
United States and Canada without 
Gideon Bibles as a permanent part of 
the accommodations in each guest 
room. The Association shipped 15,000 
at one crack to Old Orchard, Maine, 
in the very early years of Gideon ac- 
tivity. In June of 1921, they invaded 
hell-roaring Atlantic City, N. J., with 
10,000 Bibles for the hotels. As early 
as 1911, they had penetrated Califor- 
nia with a shipment of 25,250 Bibles. 

To date more than 2,250,000 Gideon 
Bibles have been distributed to hotels, 
hospitals, penitentiaries and other in- 
stitutions. Each month more and 
more Gideon Bibles are shipped out 
of the Chicago offices of the Associa- 
tion. Not a single cent is charged for 
these Bibles. Every one is a contribu- 
tion by a Gideon, or friends of the 
Gideon Association. 

After Nicholson was satisfied that 
hotels were being properly Bibled, he 
gave his attention to steamship lines. 
The first one to accept the offer of 
“a Bible in every stateroom” was the 


famous Dollar Line. This proved to 
be a wise move indeed, for the presi- 
dent of the company thereafter ruled 
that all Gideon Bibles shipped to 
foreign countries were to be carried 
free of charge to any port of call of 
any of the company’s liners. 

As a result of the steamship com- 
pany’s acceptance of the -Bible-in- 
every-stateroom idea, the Gideon 
Bibles, in both English and native 
languages, are widely distributed 
throughout Japan, China, India, and 
other Oriental countries. In Jerusa- 
lem the King David Hotel, and other 
leading hotels in Palestine, have long 
been recipients of Gideon Bibles. 

“We don’t consider our rooms com- 
pletely equipped for guests unless 
there is a Gideon Bible in them,” the 
manager of one large chain of hotels 
told Rendert H. Muller, international 
director of the Gideon Association. 

Nicholson always said that the pres- 
ence of a Bible in a hotel room 
preached a sermon to all who entered 
the room. “It may, in hotels, have 
a different reader each night,” he 
said. “Each Bible probably reaches 
from three to five thousand lives.” 
Experience has shown that the aver- 
age Gideon Bible, which is placed only 
in permanent institutions, has an 
average life of fifteen years. 

The Gideons are now the oldest in- 
terdenominational laymen’s evange- 
listic association in the world. They 
adhere strictly to the philosophy of 
the three founders: the word of the 
Bible. That the hotel Bible program 
has won many converts is attested to 
by the numerous testimonials the 
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Association receives from all over the 
world. 

Pearl Cassidy, while trick riding 
and roping with a Wild West show, 
saw a Gideon Bible on the table in 
her room at the Hotel Windsor, Ft. 
Worth, Texas. “It was the first Bible 
I ever read,” she said. “My husband 
and I read it between performances. 
We were baptized and gave up shows 
entirely. We visited my father, a 
Northwest Canadian Mountie, and he 
and my two brothers followed our ex- 
ample.” 

Four young bandits held up an 
Akron, Ohio, restaurant, and one of 
them shot and killed the proprietor. 
Later, they were given Gideon Bibles 
by a prison and hospital worker. 
Sometime afterward, the worker re- 
ceived a note written by the youth 
who had fired the fatal shot, and who 
was sentenced to die in the electric 
chair. 

“Dear sir,” the note read, “tonight 
I have received a gift I have long de- 
sired, a Bible, something I have never 
had before; and now I hardly know 
how to thank you. This is a wonder- 
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ful gift—that in my lonely hours I 
will have a friend.” 

Gideons feel that the youth who 
wrote the note, George Wells, went to 
his death with a new hope in his 
heart. 

During the war, more than 9,000,000 
New Testaments were placed with the 
armed forces throughout the world by 
the Gideons. When GI Bob Hender- 
son returned from overseas action, 
he wrote a personal friend, who is a 
member of the Gideons: 

“Remember the Testament you gave 
me just before I went into the serv- 
ice? It was the only one I had all the 
time I was in the service. Wonder 
if you remember what you wrote on 
the flyleaf? It was Psalm 91. I have 
read it under every kind of light— 
moonlight, flashlight (held under a 
raincoat so the enemy could not 
see us), candlelight, and even by 
the flash of shells and flares. One of 
our first nights of combat, when the 
Shells were whistling overhead and 
we were pretty scared, I read the 
psalm by candlelight to the whole 
battery of men. It seemed to be the 
one thing they all needed.” 

At its Internatio1ial Convention in 
1937, the Gideon Association decided 
their next big project was to be a 
Bible on the desk of every teacher 
in all the public schools. Now, how- 
ever, Director Muller, who lives in Hol- 
land, Michigan, says: “We are talk- 
ing about covering America in five 
years by distributing thirty million 
copies of the New Testament to school 
children.” 

“Twenty millions of young pagans 
growing up in America provide re- 
cruits for the amazing crime waves 
and juvenile delinquency of our day,” 
said Dr. Roy G. Ross, specialist in 
religious education, recently. 

It would seem that Dr. Ross is cor- 
rect. The average age of criminals 
in America in 1890 is said to have 
been forty-eight years; in 1933, twen- 


ty-six years; in 1938, but nineteen 
years. And this year, 1946, F. B. I. 
figures place the average of the of- 
fender against law at seventeen! 

A leading authority recently stated 
that fully a half million schoolboys 
today will be behind prison bars ten 
years from now. To this, Lewis E. 
Lawes, late warden of Sing Sing, 
added: “We have somehow failed to 
find the link between education and 
character.” 

The Gideons are convinced that 
they have the right link, and they are 
doing their utmost to put the Bible 
where it will be read by everyone. 
Having just completed the distribu- 
tion of 22,000 Spanish Testaments in 
South America, they are now getting 
in full swing on the job of putting 
30,000,000 Gideon Bibles into the 
hands of young America. 

Daddy Nick died happy in the 
knowledge that the idea he and his 
fellow traveling salesman, Sam Hill, 
conceived, was the right kind of tonic 
to build character among young and 
old everywhere. — The Protestant 
Voice.

“A report from pastor Cortex in Bar- 
barit Church of God, Cagayan, states 
that they had a Sunday School at- 
tendance of 107 the last two Sundays 
of June and that the effects of the 
convention are still being felt. The 
work is going on very nicely in this 
place. 

“Pastor Aurilio Molina, of the 
Church of God in Jones, Isabela, re- 
ports a reviving in the church there 
and that they are ready to build a 
new chapel. The materials are ready 
for construction. They ask for our 
prayers and help. 

“Pastor Jaime M. Gumallaoi, Church 
of God, Baruyen, Bagnui, Ilocos Norte, 
reports good attendance in the Sun- 
day School. This brother is working 
under great difficulties. Pray for him. 

“Pastor Miss Maura R. Miguel, 
Church of God, Payas, San Nicolas, 
I, N., reports wonderful meetings and 
the outpouring of the Spirit in their 
midst. Sixteen had been baptized in 
one month and three more were bap- 
tized in June. Many are ready for wa- 
ter baptism just as soon as we find 
enough water to baptize them near 
their place. 

“The Church of God in San Nicolas 
is also feeling the Spirit working in 
our midst. Our Sunday School has felt 
the effects of the Holy Ghost working 
in the lives of the young people.

He is 
praying that somehow the Lord will 
provide for his family so he can give 
full time to the work. Brother Agustin 
and his wife are a wonderful conse- 
crated couple. Their all is on the altar 
for the Lord.

“Pastor Anicito Domingo, of Virgo, 
Jones, Isabela—no report. This broth- 
er is very zealous for the Lord. He is 
pastoring a fine little church in a very 
remote place in Isabela. Brother Do- 
mingo is a member of the Church of 
God but his church is not as yet, but 
considering the matter. Pray for this 
work. 

“Pastor Victor Rafael, of Sinaoan- 
gan, Jones, Isabela—no report. He has 
a fine little church in this place and 
is a successful worker, working under 
difficult circumstances financially but 
would like to be freer to devote all of 
his time to the work of the Lord. He 
is willing to go anywhere he is sent to 
do the Master’s will. He has a very 
good training for‘the ministry. Pray 
for him. 


“Pastor Baltazar C. Molina reports 
that he has had some very successful 
meetings in the evangelizing tour in 
Isabela, that the people welcome the 
gospel message and there is great in- 
terest among the young people every- 
where he has preached. This brother 
is burning up with zeal for the Lord 
and he, too, would like to devote all of 
his time to the ministry.

“The harvest is great and the la- 
borers are few. I have many more who 
go out preaching the gospel but are 
not free to give all of their time, their 
parents are still bosses over them. 

“Pastor Miss Solidad Manuel, Payas, 
San Nicolas, Ilocos Norte—no report. 
She works as assistant pastor and 
evangelizes in the near-by towns of 
Payas, -Tammorong, Catuging, and 
Samac.- She has three groups of young 
people organized to preach the gospel 
in these places. They are having good 
results and good attendance. They 
have had two converts and two 
filled with the Holy Spirit as a result 
of this type of work. I need this work- 
er to take over a pastorate while I can 
send the pastor of the Payas church 
to take over another place that is 
waiting for a pastor. 

“Your letter of June 2, 1947, re- 
ceived. It is concerning Mrs. Porada 
and her return to the Philippines— 
about living facilities, etc. I. cannot 
assure anything. Life is hard all the 
way around; vegetables are hard to 
get and canned meats. and other 
canned foods soon become sickening 
to eat. Mrs. Porada has been here and 
I feel the decision should be up to her, 
since she has seen for herself and suf- 
fered a little of this life. I need my 
wife very much to cook and get meals 
ready that are suitable to eat. I am 
suffering from lack of proper foods. 
I live mostly on canned milk, to keep 
up my strength; meat is out of the 
question. I leave the decision up to 
Mrs. Porada. I will do my best to pro- 
vide for them. We have black-market 
prices here; everything is dear. 

“For some reason or other the rainy 
season~ is not at its height...as yet. 
When it does start full blast, then we 
can depend on-.some cool weather. I 
see some of our members bring towels 
or blankets to keep warm; they think 
the evenings are cool and they feel 
affected. But I myself am perspiring 
all the time; it is really too warm for 


me here.

Christ understood that every man had 
a doctrine, and that false doctrine 
had filled the land. However, in His 
Church He ordered sound doctrine. 
“But speak thou the things which be- 
come sound doctrine,” Titus 2:1. He 
desired a church with a _ solid-rock 
foundation. He desires the same prin- 
ciple in the doctrine of the Church. 
No church can have a solid front and 
a concrete foundation except it has a 
sound, fundamental doctrine based 
upon the word of God. The crisis is 
here that Paul spoke of: “For the 
time will come when they will not en- 
dure sound doctrine; but after their 
own lusts (fleshly desires to be some- 
what religious) shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itching 
ears; and they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth (sound doctrine), 
and shall be turned unto fables (false 
doctrine of men),” 2 Tim. 4:3, 4. God 
help us ministers to preach the Word, 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine. 


HE WAS CONCERNED 

About the growth of the Church. 
The spiritual growth was His fore- 
most concern. Without that, the body, 
though it be a giant in size, would be 
a walking skeleton. God truly does 
not want the skeleton of a 
church, with outward growth only. 
However, with all the building fitly 
framed together, it will grow unto “an 
holy temple in the Lord: in whom ye 
also are builded together for an habi- 
tation of God through the Spirit,” 
Eph. 2:21, 22. The Church is the habi- 
tation of God, provided we have His 
Spirit and are concerned in spiritual 
growth. Paul did glory in the 
Churches of God for their growth in 
faith which enabled them to endure 
persecutions and tribulations. 2 Thess. 
1:3, 4. Bear in mind that the body 
without the spirit is dead, and some 
were as trees whose fruit had with- 
ered, without fruit, twice dead, 
plucked up by the roots. In order to be 
a strong church we must “grow in 
grace, and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ,” 2 Pe- 
ter 3:18. When this growth is accom- 
plished, it will take larger quarters to 
care for the Church. The outward 
frame will grow as the inward man is 
renewed and receives his_ spiritual 
growth. No church is stronger than its 
strongest member, nor weaker than 
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its weakest member. The worship 
having a form of godliness, is truly 
taking the day; many are compromis- 
ing with the modernistic, streamlined, 
last-day religious false philosophy 0: 
the formalist that is creeping into the 
churches, for which God gave His 
best. May God remove the strange fire 
from the altar and replace it with 
that good old-time Holy Ghost flame, 
and with God’s consuming fire, and 
make us ministers a flaming fire. 
Bear in mind that as always, formal- 
ity brings carnality, and spirituality 
brings in reality. One may grow in 
formality without Christ, and soon he 
will be without Christ.

justified by the law of Moses.” The 
ceremonial law and its sacrifices did 
not take away sins, Heb. 10:4, but only 
made an atonement (covering) for 
them until Christ came and took them 
away forever. Rom. 8:3 declares that 
the law was weak through the flesh, 
and that there were some things it 
could not do; i.e., could not take away 
sins. But God sent His own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh (likeness only, 
not sinful flesh). He was sent for sin, 
i.e., because sin was in the world, and 
had to be put away lest the human 
race all be doomed to perdition. He 
condemned sin in the flesh, that we 
should no longer walk after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit, Rom. 8:4; Gal. 2: 
16. A man is not justified by the works 
of the law, but by the faith of Jesus 
Christ. 

There is no contradiction between 
Paul’s doctrine of justification by 
faith and James’ doctrine of justifi- 
cation by faith and works: Rom. 4:1- 
12; James 2:14-26. They are simply 
two sides of the same truth. Paul 
speaks of that which justifies 
men in the sight of God, faith apart 
from works, James considers the sub- 
ject from a human viewpoint, and 
speaks of that which justifies men in 
the sight of men—faith and works 
both. A man’s works are the literal 
evidences of his faith. God may see 
man’s faith without his works, but we 
can only see his faith by his works. 
James (2:18) says “I will shew thee my 
faith by my works.” In verse 24, James 
concludes that a man is justified by 
faith and works, too. 


begins 
when we accept Christ as Lord and 
Savior, and continues in the Christian 
life until the day we die, or until Je- 
sus comes. In other words, we will 
have to remain justified as long as we 
live, to make it to heaven.

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increased costs on to the subscriber. 
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The Evangel drive closed July 31, as planned. We will, however, give credit at 
$1.00 each for yearly subscriptions until August 5. After August 5, the price will 
again be $1.50 for each yearly subscription. In 1942, we paid $121 for a ton of 
paper. Now we are paying $222.22. We are now forced to use a fifty-pound sheet 
of paper, instead of a forty-pound sheet. The heavier sheet further increases the 
amount of paper tonnage 20 per cent. The difference in price for each ton of paper 
used is $101.22, to which must be added the 20 per cent increase of $44.44, which 
brings the total price for each ton used up to $266.66, as against the price of $121 
in 1942. This increase is unavoidable, as we cannot buy a lighter weight sheet. 
Labor is up more than 70 per cent. This, added to an increase of $156.44 per ton 
of paper used, represents an over-all increase in production costs of over 200 per 
cent. We increased the Evangel only 50 per cent. We are sorry but we cannot ab- 
sorb the above increases. We are, however, passing only about one-fourth of the
